PROGRESS 


A new publication known as the '"'"Wis- 


consin Magazine." -whose motto is "Know 
Your Own State." has just made its ap- 
pearance. It is an altogether creditable 
magazine, -with a constructive 'purpose 
and occupies a field replete "with, oppor- 
tunity for the "betterment and develop- 
ment of "Wisconsin. A notable article in 
ihis first issue is entitled "The Manufac- 
turing Industries of "Wisconsin." by E. H. 
"Whitbeek of the State University. 
Mr. 


"Whitbeck traces the history of manufac- 
turing in the state, and analyzes the fac- 
tors "which have influenced its progress 
and change. 
Some industries have de- 


elined-in varying degrees, due to economic 
and other causes, -while others have in- 
creased greatly, particularly in milk prod- 
ucts and in the substitution of iron and 
steel 
for 
-wood products. The sta- 


tistics and figures used by the -writer are 
all official and taken from the federal 
census returns. 


One of the interesting things shown is 


that at the present time three per cent of 
the manufacturing plants of the .state 
employ 57 per cent of the wage earners 
and produce 04 per ccnl'of^the value- 
product.-- Milwaukee alone manufactures 
'over -iO per cent of the value-product and 
the three cities. Milwaukee. Racine and 
Kcnosha. considerably more than half of 
llie manufactured goods produced in the 


tstatc. From 1909 to 1919 some of our 
cities doubled the number of persons en- 
gaged in manufacture.

natural and inevitable reaction to 


what Chicago has suffered in recent years 
is of course responsible. The lesson is obvi- 
ous: Politicians can betray the people 
only so long.v Mis-government soon runs 
its course. Venal politics accomplishes its 
own undoing.' All that is required is 
time. 
Decency and self-respect for the 


moment, are uppermost in Chicago.

good impulses have come to the front. 
The danger is that the reaction will sub- 
side. 
Good government can only bo had 


by keeping the -emotions out on politics, 
by calm and intelligent weighing of men 
and public questions, and by discharge of 
that chief obligation of good citizenship, 
going to the polls and voting on election 
dav.

VENTILATION FOR SOPHOMORES 


"I teach a hygienic class, sophomores, of 12 boy* 


and girls," writes a Michigan public school teach- 
er.' "If you should send me any health material, 
especially on ventilation, I could use it to good ad- 
vantage, and would be very grateful." 


One of the many plans or schemes I have turned 


over in my mind on Ions: winter evenings, is the 
writing; oC textbooks for public schools. 


I take great pleasure in presenting a brier course 


in ventilation for sophomores; since this course is 
elementary, even freshmen are welcome to jot it 
on their cuffs. 


Chapter I—Fresh air is cool air. It moves. 


Strive to keep cool and well. 


Chapter II—Four air is any old air which 


is dead. So are folks who strive to keep good 
and warm. The good die young. 


Chapter III—A draft is a current of air, a 


little refreshing: breeze indoors. 
It moves. 


to be sure, but it wouldn't bite you. 
Ven- 


tilation is impossible without a draft. 
.. Chapter IV—Whenever the, thermometer 
indicates a room temperature above 6S degrees 
Fahrenheit, the air is foul and the room 
should be immediately ventilated. The ideal 
temperature for a school room is 64 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and for a work room, 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Artificial warmth amounting: to 
70 degrees or more is sure to make dull wits 
and tired bodies. 


ChapterV—The cracks and crevices about 


windows and doors insure sufficient ventilation 
in houses or offices, provided the tempera- 
ture is kept below the danger point, and no 
stoves or heaters without chimney connection 
pollute the air. 


Chapter VI—School rooms or other rooms 


where many persons congregate usually need 
larger openings to the outside air. The sim- 
plest and best is an open window or two. If 
dust, snow, rain or wind blow in, the whole 
window may be covered with a screen of or- 
dinary unbleached muslin. With a wmdow so 
equipped, and a thermometer monitor on the. 
job. nobody will have to be carried outdoors 
to take the air.

I do know, however, that a dog 
may harbor diphtheria bacilli in his mouth or 
throat if he has access to 'a person ill of diph- 
theria.
